[Received  the  assent  or  the  President  on  the  3th  July,  1995  first  published  in  an 
extraordinary  issue  of  the  Orissa  Gazette,  dated  the  15th  July  1995] 

AN  ACT  TO  MAKB  PROVISION  FOR  THE  APPOINTMENT  AND  FUNCTIQNS  OF  LOKPAL  AND 
LOKAYUKTAS  FOR  THE  INVESTIGATION  OF  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTION  TAKEN  BY 
OR  ON  BEHALF  OF  THE  GOVERNMENT  OR  CERTAIN  LC  CAL  AND  PUBLIC 
AUTHORITIES  IN  CERTAIN  CASES  AND  FOR  MATTERS  CONNECTED 
THEREWITH  AND  MATTER  INVOLVING  ACTS  OF  INJUSTICE, 

CORRUPTION  OR  FAVOURITISM- 

Bg  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Jhe  State  of  Orissa  in  the  Fcrly-sixth  year  of 
the  Republic  ofladia.as  follows; — 

1.  (/)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Orissa  Lokpal  and  Lokayuktas  Act,  1 995. 

(2)  It  shall  extend  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of  Orissa. 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the  State  Government  may,  by 
notification  appoint  in  that  behalf. 

2.  In  this  Act  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 

’ (o)  “action”  means  action  taken  by  a public  servant  in  the  discharge  of  his 

functions  as  each  public  servant,  by  way  of  decision,  recommendation  or 
finding  or  in  any  other  manner  and  includes  any  cm.nis'  ion  or  commission 
at  failure  to  act  and  all  other  expressions  connecting  action  shall  be  con- 
strued accordingly; 

(5)  “allegation”  in  relation  to  a public  servant  means  any  affirmation  that  such 
public  servant, — 

(i)  has  abused  h is  position  as  such  to  obtain  any  gain  of  favour  to  him 
self  or  to  any  other  person  or  to  cause  undue  harm  or  hardt.hip.to  any 
other  person; 

(if)  was  actuated  in  the  discharge  of  his  functions  as  such  public  servant  by 
persona]  interest  or  improper  or  corrupt  motives;  or 

(iff)  is  guilty  of  corruption  or  lack  of  integrity  in  his  capacity  as  such  public 
servant; 

(c)  “competent  authority”  in  relation  to  a public  servant,  means, —

(ff)  in  case  of  any  other  public  servant  ..  Such  authority  as

hardship  in  consequence  of  maladministration; 


(/)f%okpar  means  a person  appointed  as  the  Lokpal  under  Section  3; 

( g ) “Lokayukta”  means  a person  appointed  as  a Lokayukta  under  Section  3; 

(ft)  ''maladministration11  means  action  taken  or  purporting  to  have  been 
taken  in  the  exercise  of  administrate  function  in  any  case — 

(i)  where  such  action  or  the  administrative  procedure  of  practice  governing 
such  action  is  unreasonable,  unjust,  oppressive  or  improperly  discrimina- 
tory; or 

(f£)  where  there  hhs  been  negligence  or  undue  delay  in  taking  such  action* 
or  the  administrative  procedure  or  practice  governing  such  action  involves 
undue  delay;

(J)  ‘‘Officer”  means  a person  appointed  to  a public  service  or  post  in  connection 
with  the  affairs  of  the  State; 

(k)  “prescribed”  means  prescribed  by  rules  made  under  this  Act; 

(7)  “public  servant”  denotes  a person  falling  under  any  of  the  descriptions 
hereinafter  following,  namely:  — 

(i)  every  Minister  referred  to  in  clause  (i)  ; 

(li)  every  officer  referred  to  in  clause  (j) ; 

(<//)  every  person  in  the  service  or  pay  of— 

(a)  any  local  authority  in  the  State  which  notified  by  the  State  Govern* 
ment  in  this  behalf; 

(A)  any  Corporation  foot  being  a local  authority)  established  by  or  under 
any  law  or  owned  or  controlled  by  the  State  Government; 

(e)any  Government  Company  within  the  meaning  of  Section  61 7 of  the 

Companieo  Act,  1956  in  which  not  less  than  fifty-one  per  cent  of  the  1 of  1556 
paid  up  share  capital  is  held  by  the  State  Government,  or  any  Com- 
pany which  is  a subsidiary  of  a company  in  which  not  less  than  fifty- 
one  per  cent  of  the  paid  up  share  capital  is  held  by  the  State  Govern-  r 
ment;  or 

(tf)  any  society  register-d  under  the  Societies  Registration  Act,  I860  which  2 of  I860 
is  subject  to  the  control  of  the  State  Government  and  which  is  noti- 
fied by  that  Government  in  this  behalf. 

(m)  ‘‘Secretary”  means  a Principal  Secretary,  a Secretary,  a Special  Secretary  or  an 
Additional  Secretary -to  the  State  Government. 

3.  (7)  For  the  purpose  of  conducting  investigations  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a person  to  bz  known  as  the  Lokpal 
and  one  or  more  persons  to  be  known  as  the  Lokayukta  or  Lokayuktas: 

Provided  that— 

(a)  the  Lokpal  shall  be  appointed  after  consultation  with  the  Chief  Justice  of 
the  High  Court  of  Orissa  and  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition,  if  there  is  any; 

(A)  the  Lokayukta  or  Lokayuktas  shall  be  appointed  after  consultation  with  the 
Lokpal* 

(2)  A person  shall  not  be  qualified  for,  appointment  as-r 

(a)  Lokpal  unless  be  is  or  has  been  a Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  of  a High 
Court;  and 

(b)  a Lokayukta  unless  he  is  qualified  to  be  a Judge  of  a High  Court, 

(5)  Every  person  appointed  .as  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  shall,  before  entering 
upon  his  office,  make  and  subscribe,  before  the  Governor,  or  some  person  appointed  in 
that  behalf  by  the  Governor,  an  oath  or  affirmation  in  the  form  set  out  for  the  purpose 
'in  the  First  Schedule.

(4)  The  Lokayuktas  shall  be  subject  to  the  administrative  control  of  the  Lokpal 
and,  in  particular,  for  the  purpose  of  convenient  disposal  of  investigations  under  thia 
Act,  the  Lokpal  may  issue  such  general  or  special  directions  as  he  may  consider 
necessary  to  the  Lokayuktas: 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  6ub~section  shall  be  construed  to  authorise  the  Lokpal 
to  question  any  finding,  conclusion  or  recommendation  of  Lokayukta.

4.  (i)  The  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta,  shall  not  be  a member  of  Parliament  or  a 
member  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State  and  shall  not  hold  any  office  of  trust  or  profit, 
(other  than  his  office  as  the  Lokpal  or  as  the  C3fte  may  be*  a Lokayukta),  or  be 
connected  with  any  political  party  or  carry  cn  any  business  or  practice  or  any 
profession, 

0)  A person  appointed  to  be  the  Lakoal  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  Lokayukta 
shall,— 


(a)  if  he  is  a member  of  Parliament  or  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  resign  suoh 
membership; 

( b if  he  holds  any  office  of  trust  or  profit,  resign  from  such  office; 

(c)  if  he  >s  connected  with  any  political  party,  sever  his  connection  with  it; 

(d)  if  he  is  carrying  on  any  business,  6ever  his  connections  in  the  conduct  and 
management  of  such  business;  or 

(e)  if  he  is  practising  any  profession,  suspend  to  practise  such  profession. 

5.  (I)  Every  person  appointed  as  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  shall  hold  office  for 
a term  of  five  years  from  the  date  on  which  he  enters  upon  his  office  but  shall  Dot  be 
eligible  for  reappointment; 


Provided  that — 

(a)  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  may,  by  writing  under  his  hand  addressed  to  the 
Governor,  resign  his  office; 

. ( b ) the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  may  be  removed  from  office  in  the  manner 
specified  in  Section  6. 

(2)  If  the  office  of  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  becomes  vacant  or  if  the  Lokpal  or 
a Lokayukta  is,  by  reason  of  absence  or  for  any  other  reason  whatsoever,  unable  to 
perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  those  duties  shall,  until  some  other  person  appointed 
under  Section  3 enters  upon  such  office  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  until  the  Lokpal  or  such 
Lokayukta  resumes  his  duties,  be  performed, — 

(a)  where  the  office  of  the  Lokpal  becomes  vacant  or  wheie  he  is  unable  to 

r perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  by  the  Lokayukta  or  if  there  are  (wq  or 
more  Lokayuktas  by  such  one  of  the  Lokayuktas  as  the  Governor  may  by 
order  direct; 

(f>)  where  the  office  of  a Lokayukta  becomes  vacant  or  where  he  is  unable  to 
perform  the  duties  of  his  office  . by  the  Lokpal  himself,  or  if  the  Lokpal  so 
directs  by  the  other  Lokayukta  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  such  one  of  the  other 
Lokayuktas  as  may  be  specified  in  the  direction. 

*"  (3)  Save  as  otherwise  provided  in  sub-section  (1)  on  ceasing  to  hold  office,  the 
Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  shall  be  ineligible  for  further  employment  under  the  State 
Government  or  for  any  employment  under  or  office  in  any  such  local  authority,  corpo- 
ration, Government  Company  or  Society. 

(<f)  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  - Lokpal  and  the  Lokayuktas  such  salaries  as  are 
specified  in  the  Second  Schedule. 

(J)  The  allowances  and  other  conditions  of  service  of  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayuktal, 
shall  be  such'  as  may  be  prescribed; 

Provided  that — 

(a)  in  prescribing  the  allowance  and  other  conditions  of  service  of  the  Lokpal, 
regard  shall  be  had  to  the  allowances  and  other  conditions  of  service  of  the 
Chief  Justice  of  the  High  Court  of  Orissa; 

(j b ) in  prescribing  the  allowances  and  other  conditions  of  service  of  the 
Lokayuktas  regard  shall  be.  had  to  the  allowances  and  other  conditions  of 
aorviceof  a Judge  of  the  High  Court  of  Orissa: 
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Provided  farther  that  the  allowance  and  other  conditions  of  service  of  the  Lofcpal 
or  Lokayukta  shall  not  be  varied  to  his  disadvantage  after  his  appointment. 

Removal  of  6.  (ij  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  3U  of -the  Constitution,  the  Lokpal 
Lokayukta  or  a lokayukta  toay  be  removed  from  his  office  by  the  Governor  on  the  ground  of 
'UK  ' misbehaviour  or  incapacity  and  on  no  other  ground: 

Provided  that  the.  inquiry  requited  to  be  held  under  clause  (2)  of , the  said  article 
before  such  removal  shall  be  held  by.  a person  appointed  by  the  Governor  being  a 
person  who  is  or  has  been  a Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  of  a High  Court  other 
than  the  High  Court  of  Orissa.

(a)  in  the  case  of  Lokpal,  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  High  Court  of  Orissa  and  the 
Leader  of  the  opposition  in  the  State  Legislature;  and 

(fr)  in  the  case  of  a Lokayukta,  the  Lokpal.

(2)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  a Lokayukta  may  investigate  any  action 
which  is  taken  by  or  with  the  general  or  specific  approval  of,  any  public  servant  not 
being  a Minister,  the  Chief  Secretary  or  a Secretary  of  other  public  servant  referred  to 
in  sub-section  (1)  in  any  case  where  a complaint  involving  a grievance  or  an  allegation 
is  made  in  respect  of  such  action  or  Such  action  can  be  or  could  have  been,  Ik  the 
opinion  of  the  Lokayukta*  the  subject  of  a grievance  or  any  allegation. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  sub-section  (2)  the  Lokpal  may  for 
reasons  to  be  recorded  in  writing,  investigate  any  action  which  may  be  investigated  by  a 
Lokayukta  under  that  sub-section  whether  or  not  a complaint  has  been  made  to  the 
Lokpal  in  respect  of  such  action. 

(4)  Where  two  or  more  Lokayuktas  are  appointed  under  this  Act,  the  Lokpal  may* 
by  general  or  special  order,  assign  to  each  of  them  matters  which  may  be  investigated 
by  them  under  this  Act: 

Provided  that  no  investigation  made  by  a Lokayukta  under  this  Act  and  no  action 
taken  or  thing  done  by  him  in  respect  of  such  investigation  shall  be  open  to  question 
on  the  ground  only  that  such  investigation  relates  to  .a  matter  which  is  not  assigned 
to  him  by  such  order.  '

(d)  in  respect  of  which  a' formal  and  public  inquiry  has  been  ordered  under  the 
Public  Servants*  Inquiries  Act,  1950;  or 

(6)  in  -respect  of  a matter  which ha>  been  referred  for*  inquiry  under  the 

r Commission  of  Inquiry  Act,  1 952, 

and  all  such  cases  shall  be  mentioned  in  the  annual  report  presented  under 
sub-section  (6)  of  Section  12.

(5)  In  the  case  of  any  complaint  involving  a grievance  nothing  in  this  Actt 
shall  be  construed  as  empowering  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  ro  question  any 
administrative  action  involving  the  exercise  of  a discretion  except  where  he  is  satisfied 
that  the  elements  involed  in  the  exercise  of  the  discretion  are  absent  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  discretion  cannot  be  regarded  as  having  been  properly  exercised. 

9.  (/)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  a complaint  may  be  made  under  this 
Act,  to  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta — 

(a)  in  the  case  of  a grievance,  by  the  person  aggrieved; 

(b)  in  thp  case  an  allegation  oy  any  pardon  other  than  a public  s ervant:  -

, Provided  that  where  the  person  aggrieved  is  dead  or  is  for  any  reason  unable 
to  act  for  himself,  the  complaint  may  be  ihade  by  any  person  who  in  law  represents 
his  estate  or,  as  the  case  maybe*  by  any  person,  who  is  authorised  by  him  in  th;s 
behslf.  f * -■ 

(2)  Every  complaint  shall  bs  made  in  such  form  and  shall  be  accompanied  by 
such  affidavits  and  other  documents  including  fees  is  may  be  prescribed- 

(J)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  other  enactment  any  letter 
written  to  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  by  a-  person  in  police  custody,  or  m a gaol  or. 
in  any  asylum  pr  other  place  for  insane  persons  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  addressee 
unopened  and  without  delay  by  the  police  officer  or  other  person  in-charge  of  such 
gaol,  asylum  or  other  place. 

(4)  If  upon  receipt  of  a letter  under  subjection  (3)  the,  Lokpal  or,  as  th 
case  may  be,  the  Lokayukta  is  of  the  view  that  there  exists  a primfr  facie  case  for 
a grievance  or  an  allegation  and  that  action  under,  this  Act  can  be  taken  thereon,  he 
shall  require  the  person  who  has  written  the  letter  to  file  a complaint  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  contained  iQ  sub-section  (2)  withnin  such  reasonable  period,  not 
being  less  than  one  month  , as  he  may  fix  failing  which  he  may  reject  the  letter. 

10-  ( 1 ) Where  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  proposes  after  making  such  preliminary 
inquiry  as  he  deems  fit  to  conduct  any  investigation  under  this  Act,  he — 

i , ; 

(a)  ^h  all  forward  a copy  of  the  complaint  or  in  the  case  of  any  investigation 

which  he  proposes  to  conduct  on  his  owh  motion,  a statement  setting 
out  the  grounds  therefor,  to  the  public  servant  concerned  and  the  Competent 
authority  concerned;  ... 

(b)  shall  afford  to  the  public  servant  concerned  an  opportunity  to  offer  his 
comments  on  such  complaint  or  statement;  and 
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(c)  may  mate  such  orders  as  to  the  safe  custody  of  documents  relevant  to  the 
investigation  as  he  dee  ns  fit.  ' 

(2)  Every  such  investigations  shall  be  conducted  in  private  and  in  particular, 
the  identity  of  the  complainant  and  of  the  public  servant  affected  by  the  investigation 
shall  not  be  disclosed  to  the  public  or  the  press  whether  before,  during  or  after  the 
investigation  : 

Provided  that  the  Lokpal  ^or  a Lokayukta  may  conduct  any  investigation 
relating  to  a matter  of  definite  public  importance  in  public,  if  he,  for  reasons  to  be 
recorded  in  writing,  thinks  fit  to  do  so. 

(5)  Save  as  aforesaid  the  procedure  foi  conducting  any  such  investigation  shall  be 

such  as  the  Lokpal,  or  as  the  case  may  be,  the  Lokayukta  considers,  appropriate  in  the 
circumstances  of  the  case.  4 

( 4 ) The  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  may.  in  his  di  cretion  refuse  to  investigate  or  cease 
to  investigate  any  complaint  involving  a grievance  or  an  allegation,  if  in  his  opinion — 

(a)  the  complaint  is  frivolous  or  vexatious  or  is  not  made  in  good  faith 
or 

(b)  there  are  no  sufficient  grounds  for  investigating  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  for 
continuing  the  investigation  ; or 

(c)  other  remedies  are  available  to  the  complainant  and  in^the  circumstances 

of  the  case  it  would  be  more  proper  for  the  complain  ant  to  avail  of  such 

remedies: 

' _ Provided  that  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  shall  not  refuse  to  investigate  or  cease 
to  investigate  any  complaint  on  the  ground  mentioned  in  clause  (c)  without  making 
preliminary  investigation  on  the  complaint  and  in  all  such  cases  he  shall  furnish 
a report  about  the  preliminary  investigation  to  the  Governor. 

(J)  In  any  case  where  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  decides  not  to  entertaina 
complaint  or  to  discontinue  any  investigation  in  respect  of  a complaint,  he  shall  record 
h s reasons  therefor  and  communicate  the  same  to  the  complainant  acd  the  public 
servant  concerned. 

(6)  The  conduct  of  an  investigation  under  this  Act  in  respect  of  any  action  shall 
not  affect  such  action,  or  any  power  or  duty  of  any  public  servant  to  take  further  action 
with  respect  to  any  matter  subject  to  the  investigation. 

11.  (i)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  for  the  purpose  of  any  investiga- 
tion o>  any  preliminary  inquiry  or  investigation  under  this  Act,  the  Lokpal  or  a 
Lokayukta  may  require  any  public  servant  or  any  other  person  who  in  his  opinion  is 
able  to  furnish  information  or  produce  documents  relevant  to  the  investigation  to 
furnish  any  such  information  or  produce  any  such  document. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  aforesaid  the  Lokpal  or  a Lokayukta  shall  have  all

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  ol  the  State  of  Orissa  in  the  Fifty-sixth 
Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows 

1 . (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Orissa  Lokpaland  Lokayuklas  (Amendment) 

Act,  2005.  ' - 

(2)  It  shall  be  deemed  to  have  come  into  force  on  the  29th  day  of  August, 

2003. 

2.  In  the  Orissa  Lokpal  and  Lokayuktas  Act,  1 995,  in  the  Second  Schedule, 
for  the  figures  “9,000”  and  "8,000"  appearing  against  the  entries  Lokpal  and 
lokayuktas  respectively,  the  figures  ''30,000"  and  “26,000"  shall  be  substituted.
